The latest automobile census shows big­ 
ger gains than ever. 
There were in the 
country last year 12,281,000 trucks and 
cars. 
That meant about one motor vehicle 
for every eight people. 
There was a numerical gain of 1,757,000 
over 1921. 
The rate was a little over 16 
per cent. 
That is a gain of one-sixth in a 
year. 
From present indications there may 
be as big an increase this year. 
There is nothing at all alarming in the 
prospect. 
Talk of “saturation" has almost 
died out. 
Nobody knows how many cars 
the country can absorb. 
The 
only 
sure 
thing is that the American people can use 
all the 
manufacturers 
can 
produce for 
many years to come, if the prices remain 
reasonable. 
And as for the “making": 
There is plenty of iron and copper and 
plenty of rubber and everything else re­ 
quired for this huge industry. There is also 
plenty of gasoline and oil to run the cars, 
despite the pessimistic views that prevail­ 
ed during the war. 
When the “pool oil" 
plays out, Colorado alone, as she boasts, 
can furnish 40,000,000,000 barrels of shale 
oil. 
That should enable our great-grand­ 
children to get along comfortably without 
any help from 
Tampico 
or Mosul or the 
Arctic Circle.

WASHINGTON. Feb. 27.—If a gov­ 
ernment plan of consolidating the 
Southern Pacific and the Chicago, 
Rock island and Pacific systems is 
put into effect, Lewis J. Spence, di­ 
rector of traffic on the Southern Pa­ 
cific System, testified today before 
the interstate commerce commission,

NOEL, Mo.. Feb. 27.—The prehis­ 
toric indians of the Ozark Mountains 
of Missouri probably were just learn­ 
ing to use the bow’ and arrow when 
they disappeared from the region. M. 
Raymond Harrington of 
the Heye 
Foundation, New York, said today. 
Harrington is head of an expedition 
which has just unearthed skeletons 
near here of primitive men believed 
to have lived ten or fifteen centuries 
ago and to be a type of indian found 
nowhere else in America. 
Osage indians inhabited the Ozarks 
in historic tim es, the archaelogists 
declare, but the men who came be­ 
fore them used much cruder weapons 
and im plements. 
It is evident, the 
scientists assert, that this newly dis­ 
covered type of 
indian 
killed 
his 
game in a different fashion and made 
such clothing as he wore in a dif­ 
ferent way. 
Evidences that 
these 
prehistoric 
men used spear throwers and spears 
have been discovered by the excava­ 
tors. 
Members of the expedition 
have 
found that these early indians of the 
Ozarks 
frequently 
wrapped 
the 
bodies of their dead in mats that had 
required weeks, if not months, 
to 
make, before cremation, which was 
not an uncommon custom. 
A body which was cremated, the 
workers found, had been clothed in 
three different types of grass mats, 
each of a distinctly different weave, 
indicating they may have been made 
by the indians of three tribes. 
The 
prehistoric 
men 
of 
the 
Ozarks, the excavations indicate, liv­ 
ed in homes under 
the 
lim estone 
cliffs and rock formations. 
They did 
not live high up on the face of the 
cliffs as did 
the cliff 
dwellers of 
Arizona.

Col. A. G. Blakey late yesterday sent 
his resignation to Governor Hyde as 
a member of the state hoard of penal 
institutions, effective March 30. 
Colonel Blakey declined to make 
any statement in connection with his 
resignation, but it is understood he 
resigned because of friction in the 
board over the management of the 
boy’s state reformatory at Boonville. 
Colonel Blakey was appointed as 
one of the two Democratic members 
of the hoard by Governor Hyde in 
1921. He has been superintendent of 
the three prison farms. 
A bill is now pending in the senate 
to abolish the present board of penal 
institutions of five members and cre­ 
ate a board of four members. Under 
the new bill the board will be com­ 
posed of two Democrat^ and two Re­ 
publicans. 
Colonel Blakey was superintendent 
of the boys, reformatory during the 
administrttion of former 
Governor 
Gardner. 
When his term as super­ 
intendent expired at the reformatory 
he was made a member of the prison 
board.

Morgan made a lengthy statement 
the police said, setting forth in detail 
how he had lured Lillian and her 
sister Dorothy, lour, from their home 
for an automobile ride; how’ the old­ 
er girl had died during an attack and

Feb. 27.—A blonde 
woman, well dressed and carrying a 
; dark bag, believed by the police to 
have murdered Frederick Schneider, 
47, wealthy contractor, in a barren 
spot in the Branx last night, was be­ 
ing trailed by forty detectives today. 
Schneider, executor ot some of the 
biggest construction jobs in the east, 
and a member of half a dozen clubs, 
left his office in mid afternoon, after 
lunching 
with 
three 
of his steno* 
graphers, and drove to one of his 
projects. 
He 
drove 
back 
to 
his 
Broadway office and there he met 
the blonde woman who was awaiting 
him. 
This woman, 
seen 
by two shop­ 
keepers was believed by the police to 
have accompanied Schneider in his 
automobile. Nicholas Fuelner, a truck 
farmer, who saw* the car shortly after 
the shooting, said he was nearing 
home when h* saw’ the automobile 
coming toward him. 
He heard two 
muffled reports, saw the car stop. 
One story is that Fuelner saw the 
woman emerge from the curtained 
tonneau; look back, and then vanish 
in the twilight; another is that he 
simply saw a woman a few’ moments 
later walking away. 
Upon looking 
into 
the 
tonneau, 
when the woman disappeared, Fuel­ 
ner saw Schneider fallen over the 
wheel dead, m e hand in his over­ 
coat picket, the other on the steer­ 
ing w’heel, the foot clutch disengaged. 
He called the police. 
Schneider was shot twice, obvious­ 
ly from a 3S-calibre pistol, laying be­ 
side him. 
He could not have killed 
himself, and been in the same posi­ 
tion he was found, police said. 
He 
was shot in the neck md behind an 
ear. Death was instantaneous.
